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Boxwood Citizens Appalled by Road 
Changes Shown in New Master Plan

Boxwood residents turned 
out in force at a public hear¬ 
ing on June 28 to tell the 
Greenbelt city council what 
they did not like about the 
proposed master plan for the 
area. The transportation 
proposals in the Langley 
Park-College Park-Greenbelt 
master plan put out by the 
Maryland - National Capital 
Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion (MNCPPC) will impact 
Boxwood heavily and the 
residents’ reaction was un¬ 
mistakable : they want no 
part of them. 

Frank Derro, chief of the 
MNCPPC Transportation Divi¬ 
sion, had met with the Box¬ 
wood Civic Association on June 
20 and the residents had appar¬ 
ently for the first time had 
their attention focused on the 
road proposals for their area. 
The master plan proposes four 
highway system “improvements” 
which would directly affect Box¬ 
wood, Under a road category 
called “Collectors,” the plan 
recommends: ({!) Extend Cher- 
rywood Lane to intersect with 
Ridge Road at a point* about 500 
feet east of the Ridge Road/ 
Lastner Lane intersection, but 
eliminate the previously propos¬ 
ed Greenbelt “perimeter” road 
at the northern edge of the City 
of Greenbelt from Ridge Road 
across the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway to Mandan Road. 

(2) Construct Cherrywood Lane 


extended over the Beltway to 
Kenilworth Avenue extended. 

(3) Extend Ivy Lane to inter¬ 
sect with Cherrywood Lane ex¬ 
tended, 

(4) Relocate Crescent Road be¬ 
tween Lastner Lane and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue extended to inter¬ 
sect with Ivy Lane, (See map,) 

Bisecting Parcel 7 

The relocation of Crescent 
Road has long been on the 
drawing board. As the maps 
have usually shown it, the road 
would leave the current route 
beyond Lastner Lane close to 
Ridge Road, slice off a bit of 
Parcel 7, follow the Ridge Road 
right-of-way and cut through 
between Parcel 8 (the site of 
the new police station) and 
Lakeside North apartments to 
connect with Ivy Lane. (See 
map inset.) 

According to the proposed mas¬ 
ter plan Crescent Road would 
leave the present hight-of-way 
after passing Lastner Lane, cut 
Parcel 7 in half, and then con¬ 
nect with Ivy Lane. The de¬ 
gradation of Parcel 7 as green 
space and recreational area 
was the subject of much opposi¬ 
tion from the Boxwood residents. 

Mayor pro tern Joseph Isaacs 
complained that the relocation 
of Crescent, as presented by 
Derro, is not an option. “It*s 
take it or leave it,” he said. 
Councilmember Antoinette Bram 
reminded those present that the 
community has had to fight for 
Parcel 7 before and it can do it 
again. “Leave the Crescent Road 


intersection as is,” she said. 

Many speakers expressed the 
same view. William Barron ot 
Lastner Lane said that he would 
like to see the county come up 
with a proposal to redesign the 
Crescent Road intersection ra¬ 
ther than rerouting it, Thomas 
Moran of Hedgewood Drive was 
particularly against Crescent 
Road’s being routed through 
Parcel 7. “I am particularly 
bothered by the word ‘progress’ ” 
he said. “We would like no 
change.” Maurice Love of Rose¬ 
wood Drive, quoting Derro as 
saying that the Crescent Road 
entrance is “antiquated,” dis¬ 
puted the description and main¬ 
tained that the intersection 
works very well. 

John Belitza of Hedgewood 
Drive suggested a left turn light 
into Crescent Road but felt that 
the intersection could otherwise 
be left alone. However, Ruth 
Bond of Greenhill Road pointed 
out that the planned completion 
of the clover leaf at Kenilworth 
Avenue and the Beltway will 
change the traffic patterns near 
the Crescent Road intersection. 
“Derro said that we will lose the 
light” at Crescent, she warned. 

* Ridge Road Extension 

Boxwood residents were, if pos¬ 
sible, even more opposed to the 
extension of Ridge Road to meet 
Cherrywood Lane extended. 
Ridge, which is now partially un¬ 
paved where it runs behind Box¬ 
wood Village, would, under the 
proposal, be cut through using a

GHI to Upgrade Its Outdoor Imago 
Through Enforcement of Rules

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Board of Directors, at its 
special meeting on July 7, discussed at length the outdoor 
image problems caused by member's yards which do not 


meet minimum standards. 

Yard Regulations 

The staff has been considering 
how to implement a resolution 
passed at the 1983 Annual Mem¬ 
bership meeting which states: 
“The membership directs the 
board of directors and manage¬ 
ment to enforce existing regula 
tions concerning the minimum 
upkeep of members’ yards,” fol¬ 
lowing an initial worksession on 
this topic last month. About one 
half of a staff position per year 
has been devoted to yard inspec¬ 
tion, information gathering, 1 t- 
ter writing and obtaining mem¬ 
ber compliance with the re uk 
that only about one-fifth of Gill 
homes are dealt with each year. 
This has raised the dual ques¬ 
tions of whether the program is 
cost-effective and whether it is 
‘properly focused,” so that the 
staff has come to the board for 
more concrete directions. 

Colton noted that there was 
general agreement at the work 
session on certain conditions 


which require attention: blocked 
swales, sheds in disrepair, dump¬ 
ing of debris, plant-obstructed 
walkways and “trash trees” in 
hedges. He raised the further 
questions of what other prob¬ 
lem conditions the board ni ght 
want addressed and what kind 
of results would be expected. 
Four options were provided for 
the board’s consideration: 1, 
Continue the program as it has 
been done the last five yea s, 
doing about one-fifth of GHI 
each year; 2, Respond to com¬ 
plaints only, reducing expendi¬ 
ture of staff time but running a 
risk of appearing unfairly selec¬ 
tive; 3, Focus only on minimum 
care of the yards, easing the re¬ 
quirements of compliance and 
giving greater coverage of GHI 
homes; 4, “Refocus” the pro¬ 
gram by defining the bare mini¬ 
mum standard acceptable for G- 
HI units and concentrating on 
getting all units up to that 
standard. Under this last option 
See GHI, page 7, col.

The charette, an on-site de¬ 
sign process, will focus on the 
modernization of the existing 
school building, but will include 
consideration of construction of 
a new building at another site.

ists, historic and art deco pre¬ 
servationists and others to work 
on solutions to the complex pro¬ 
blems presented by the 50 year 
old structure. The charette pro¬ 
cess will begin at 8:30 a.m, each 
day and end at 5 p.m. on July 
27 and 4 p.m, on July 28. 

At 7 p.m. on July 28 in the 
school gymnasium, Garcia and 
the school administration will 
present the conceptual ideas that 
are developed during the char¬ 
ette.

Comparing Greenbelt now with 10 years ago reveals 
some eerie similarities that reinforce the adage that “the 
more things change, the more they remain the same.” 

In September 1978, Greenbelt Cassels was honored in 1978. 


dedicated the Edgar L. Smith 
wing of the Municipal building, 
which houses the police depart¬ 
ment. Today, a new police facil¬ 
ity is under construction and a 
dedication ceremony will soon be 
planned. 

In September 1978, the city 
council and the principal owner 
of the Roosevelt Center met in a 
special session to discuss issues 
including parking, sidewalk 
mainte nance and general im¬ 
provements to the Center. Today, 
revitalization and parking remain 
major concerns in this key neigh¬ 
borhood commercial center. 

Tn September 1978, Jim Cas¬ 
sels was named Greenbelt’s Out¬ 
standing citizen for his leader¬ 
ship and devoted service. His 
foresight and dedication were in¬ 
strumental in the development 
of Green Ridge House, Greenbelt 
CARES, Woodway Homes, Inc. 
and Twin Pines S&L Association, 
“His devotion to the cause of 
other people alone would merit 
our respect and regard ... It 
is interesting that he has done 
so much for the elderly of Green¬ 
belt, for the young people of 
Greenbelt and for those of us 
who are somewhat in the mid¬ 
dle.” With these words, Jim 


These words still apply today 
as Jim has continued to serve 
the community. Recent efforts 
have focused on the creation and 
successful development of Green¬ 
belt Consumer Cooperative, 
which operates the service sta¬ 
tion and supermarket and his 
continued efforts to encourage 
and plan housing for senior cit¬ 
izens in Greenbelt. 

“Greenbelt is a special com¬ 
munity because of its coopera¬ 
tives, its civic organizations and 
its concerned citizens who are 
committed to improving its qual¬ 
ity of life,” noted Cassels re¬ 
cently. 

Jim Cassels was Greenbelt’s 
Outstanding Citizen in 1978; who 
will receive that recognition in 
1988?

The Metro Board unanimously 
adopted a resolution on June 30 
to recognize the contributions 
Gladys Noon Spellman, the for¬ 
mer Maryland Congresswoman 
who died June 19, made to pro¬ 
viding mass transit facilities for 
the citizens of the Washington 
area. 

The Board acclaimed Mrs. 
Spellman for helping to shape 
the Metrorail System by working 
for the passage of federal legis¬ 
lation in its favor. In both 1968 
and 1969, she helped to break 
Congressional embargos of Metro¬ 
rail funding, while in 1976, she 
was a leader in Congress who 
contributed to the passage of the 
Stark Harris legislation that au¬ 
thorized $1.7 billion for Metrorail 
construction. 

The Board also recognized 
Mrs. Spellman as a champion of 
fair hiring practices who worked 
toward the establishment of a 
minority, disadvantaged, and 
women-owned business en terprise 
program while serving on the 
Metro Board from 1968 to 1979.

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What Would It Take? 

A couple of months ago our 
city council promptly—and cor¬ 
rectly I believe—rejected a pro¬ 
posal by our city commercial 
center’s landlord and his associ¬ 
ates for a combined movie-and- 
alcoholic drink establishment to 
be installed in the center where 
the Greenbelt Arts Center was. 
Then, to my surprise, the News 
Review editorially declared that 
council was hasty and wrong, 
and council began to backtrack. 
There even was discussion of 
the city paying the alcohol mer¬ 
chants for electricity and other 
costs if the merchants perform 
some civic services. And there 
was talk of the city somehow 
helping the alcohol merchants 
to get cheaper financing. I think 
that means a bond issue. (Where 
are Leonie Penney and Katie Pu- 
gliese when we need them?) I'd 
be for a second bond issue if 
needed to fund both the purch¬ 
ase of parklands and the build¬ 
ing of an indoor pool, but not 
for a private enterprise to sell 
alcoholic drinks even if the only 
cost is lost federal tax reven¬ 
ues. 

Once, years ago, a liquor deal¬ 
er wanted to put a store in the 
center to sell alcoholic beverag¬ 
es for off-premises consumption. 
The community rose up and slew 
that proposal, arguing in part 
that the store would have been 
too close to Center School. Now 
we seem ready to allow an on¬ 
premises alcoholic beverage dis¬ 
penser even closer to the school. 

What a turnabout! Why? 

I appreciate that councilmem- 
bers are worried about deterior¬ 
ation of the city’s commercial 
center. But who let the proper¬ 
ty run downhill if not its land¬ 
lord? Now should he be permit¬ 
ted to dictate to the community 
what ita center is to become? 
And reap a reward for bringing 
us a safety hazard? 

We tell our young people not 
to hang out near Candy Cane 
City and drink beer. We tell them 
not to drink and drive a car. And 
for very good reasons. Now 
council is seemingly willing to 
let our center’s landlord bring in 
a business, in the heart of the 
city, at which people will drink 
wine or beer and from which 
they will drive more or less un¬ 
der the influence of alcohol. 

Does the alcohol merchant 
plan to test would-be customers 
upon entering to make sure that 
they haven’t already had a drink 
or two before coming, or to test 
customers who are leaving to 
make sure they are fit to drive? 
(Why would any councilmem- 
ber even consider seeking loop¬ 
holes in a state law forbidding 
the dispensing of alcoholic 
drinks in theatres which will re¬ 
duce drunk driving ?) 

The original movie-and-drinks 
proposals reportedly carried the 
assurance that the company’s 
franchise forbids X-rated films. 
What if the franchise is chang¬ 
ed ? Businesses sometimes 
change their practices. Besides, 
there could also be sexist films, 
racist films, violent films, relig¬ 
iously bigoted films, etc., which 
would be objectionable. Funda¬ 
mentalists might object to “hu¬ 
manist” films. And so forth. If 
the city has helped in any way 
to fund the project, and any 
citizens are offended by films 
shown, will we find ourselves in 
the censorship business too? 

What fundamentally has chan¬ 
ged in Greenbelt over the years, 
anway, that permits council to 
get Che notion—I hope not a cor¬ 
rect one—that the people don’t 
care what goes into the center? 
What would it take to arouse the 
community? How far can Mr, 
Christacos go in his attempt to

increase his income from the 
commercial center, our city’s 
center ?

firm, that firm is responsible for 
repayment and all related costs. 
In addition, he cautioned, as he 
had at the worksession, that it 
may no longer be possible for 
the city to assist with financing 
because of revisions in the tax 
code.

Many of us feel that there is a 
strong desire and need for an on¬ 
going performing arts program 
in Greenbelt. We are disappoint- 
ted that we did not get enough 
support, both public and private, 
to remain in the Center way lo¬ 
cation. It is tempting just to 
give up! 

But no, many of us are still 
working hard to hold on to what 
we have, to survive and plan a 
future. So the Arts Center is 
still alive. 

Our summer season has opened 
at the Center School, bringing 
quality entertainment to the city, 
as always. 

We have received a grant for 
a chamber music series next year;* 
and we will find a place to have 

it. 

In addition, our children's act¬ 
ing workshop keeps expanding— 
evidence that our youth has an 
interest in developing their tal¬ 
ents in the arts, as well as ath¬ 
letics (which is properly and 
handsomely underwritten hi ^he 
city with our tax money). * 

It is clear, then, that we are 
faced with an overwhelming 
problem: we must find a per¬ 
manent home for the Greenbelt 
Arts Center for the performing 
arts. 

Let us hear from you. Tell us 
your ideas for the future. Help 
us plan it, and make it a reality. 
Surely Greenbelt wants, and 
somehow will have, among its ma¬ 
ny wonderful attributes, a center 
for the performing arts.

GHI Should Oppose ICC 

I was very disappointed that 
the GHI Board failed to support 
the City Council’s opposition to 
the Intercounty Connector (ICC). 

In his manager’s notes for the 
meeting, General Manager Ron 
Colton presented important ar¬ 
guments against the ICC: That 
it will cause a large amount of 
truck traffic to be funneled 
through Greenbelt and that it 
will serve as a stimulus for ad¬ 
ditional commercial development. 
Yet the Board apparently disre¬ 
garded these well-founded warn¬ 
ings. 

There were even favorable 
statements such as the sugges¬ 
tion that the ICC will divert Bal¬ 
timore traffic from Greenbelt. My 
understanding is that the pro¬ 


posed ICC has little to do with 
Baltimore traffic, which is not a 
major problem. Instead, its 
main function will be to funnel 
Montgomery County traffic into 
Prince Georges County (includ¬ 
ing, of course, Greenbelt). If 
anyone doubts this is the case 
I have spoken with an SHA of¬ 
ficial, who admitted that the ICC 
“will help Montgomery County 
more than Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty.” 

Furthermore, the suggestion 
that the ICC might be “needed” 
in my opinion shows a serious 
lack of awareness of the adverse 
impact of new roads on our en¬ 
vironment and quality of life. We 
are already suffering through 
recordbreaking heat and drought 
conditions that many scientists 
think may be the first signs of 
the “greenhouse effect.” The 
greenhouse effect is caused by 
the burning of fossil fuels. The 
major contributor to these emis¬ 
sions is the automobile. It is ir¬ 
responsible to continue to respond 
to our traffic problems by build¬ 
ing more and bigger roads, which 
only encourage more develop¬ 
ment, more traffic, and more pol¬ 
lution. 

Instead of building more roads, 
we should be looking into im¬ 
proved public transportation as 
a responsible, nonpolluting way 
of meeting our transportation 
needs. The current unprecedent¬ 
ed levels of ozone, bad enough 
to cause permanent lung dam¬ 
age, should tell us how serious 
this matter is. 

I strongly urge the GHI Board 
to reconsider the ambiguous po¬ 
sition they have taken to date, 
and to take a strong stand sup¬ 
porting the City Council’s oppo¬ 
sition to the Intercounty Connec¬ 
tor,

More Than a Wall 

I am alarmed by the recent 
suggestions that the interior of 
Center School should be com¬ 
pletely reconstructed and that, 
by leaving one token wall intact 
outside, we will preserve the 
charm and historical integrity of 
the school. 

Many people have spoken of 
the overcrowding and inadequate 
facilities of Center School, and 
I’ve no oubt these problems exist. 
But what I remember as for¬ 
mer student there is the warmth 
of the wooden panelwork, the inti¬ 
macy of the small classrooms, 
and a hominess absent from the 
other giant, cement-block schools 
1 attended. I’m sure that many 
adults feel claustrophobic in the 
dark hallways and diminutive 
rooms, but as a child I loved the 
school because it was the one 
building I knew of that felt the 
right size for people my age, 

I fully agree that Center 
School should remain a living in¬ 
stitution rather than become a 
museum piece, and I have seen 
other instances in which schools 
have wiselv chosen to nreserve 
historic building’s usefulness 
through renovation. But what 
seems lost from this discussion is 
the possibility that Center’s beau¬ 
ty and historical importance do 
not all lie in its single front wall. 
In the school’s hallways you can 
see the same glass block* that 
decorate the apartment buildings 
across the street, and which— 
we’ve been told many tim»s— 
were one of Green belt’s architec¬ 
tural innovations. If you walk 
into a classroom, you are trans¬ 
ported by its very look and size 
into a period in which classrooms 
were not grand expanses of plate 


glass and bare wall, but had a 
cozy, slightly cluttered feel to 
them. I don’t deny that the spa¬ 
cious classrooms which we build 
in present times have their own 
special beauty, but I fail to see 
why we should tear down the old 
classrooms and make all schools 
look alike. 

I doubt I or any other pupil 
ever thought of Center in terms 
of historical integrity. But the 
interior architecture and decora¬ 
tion nonetheless encouraged my 
love of the school. If the archi¬ 
tects replace the present class¬ 
rooms with modern versions, the 
results might indeed be very nice. 
But the charm of the present 
school will be gone. 

Renovate, by all means. But 
do so in a way to preserve the 
integrity of the school's inside as 
well as its outside.

Open Letter 

The following is an open letter 
to the citizens of Prince Georges 
County: 

Members of a Committee who 
call themselves “Citizens For Im¬ 
proved County Government” are 
popping up at malls across 
Prince Georges County, asking 
unsuspecting citizens to sign a 
petition. 

The petition is part of an ef¬ 
fort to change the manner in 
which members of the county 
couch are elected. Currently, the 
9 members of council are elected 
from 9 districts. This system, 
adopted by the citizens in 1980, 
was J ntended to bring government 
back to the community, to ensure 
that representatives viewed coun¬ 
ty-wide issues with a neighbor¬ 
hood perspective. The proposal 
calls for the election of 9 mem¬ 
bers; 5 members elected from 5 
super districts, and 4 members 
elected at-large. If 10,000 reg¬ 
istered voters 3ign the petition, 
it will become a ballot question 
in the next general election. 

As elected officials, we are 
deeply concerned about the me¬ 
thods which are being used by 
some individuals to collect signa¬ 
tures. Accordingly, we feel an 
obligation to present certain ques¬ 
tions. We hone you will take the 
time to consider them. 

First, do we want to return to 
a system which the voters have 
already rejected? Until 1982, vo¬ 
ters elected the county council 
in the combined district and at- 
large fashion which is being pro¬ 
posed, Accordingly, we need only 
examine the *70’s to get a good 
feel for how the system worked. 
Councilmembers were not respon¬ 
sible to any one community for 
issues of land use, for constitu¬ 
ent service, or for legislation be¬ 
ing considered by the county coun¬ 
cil. Many residents felt that 
these office-holders, elected at- 
large, were too busy with county¬ 
wide or regional issues to be ef¬ 
fective in any one particular com¬ 
munity, and were unable to pro¬ 
vide personal service. Indeed, in 
the ’70’s, the vast majority of 
our residents had no idea who 
their council representatives 
were. 

Why does the petition call for 
redistricting in 1990 when the 
new census information will not 
be available until ’91 or ’92? Ob¬ 
viously redistricting, based on the 
1980 census figures, will not be 
fair nor equitable. Once the lines 
are drawn, and representatives 
are established, we will have to 
go through the entire procedure 
again, when the new census in¬ 
formation does become available. 

Why is the petition drive 
strongly supported and partially 


funded by the Prince Georges 
Chamber of Commerce? The 
Chamber’s membership, which is 
predominately comprised of 
members who reside in surround¬ 
ing counties, generally supports 
those efforts which are viewed to 
be beneficial to developers and 
zoning attorneys. Many members 
of the business community favor 
a return to the old system. One 
can only surmise why their sup¬ 
port is so strong. 

If enough petitions are signed, 
the pronosal will be put on the 
ballot for public consideration. If 
that happens, we firmly believe, 
that you, the residents of this 
county, will soundly reject the 
proposal. However, before you 
lend your name to a petition 
drive, remember this: Once on 
the ballot, the business commun¬ 
ity and political power brokers 
will launch and finance a tremen¬ 
dous campaign to ensure its pas¬ 
sage, On the other hand, elected 
officials are prohibited by law 
from using their offices or their 
campaign funds to oppose the 
referendum. It will be imperative 
that citizens organize a grass¬ 
roots’ effort to prevent a return 
to an ineffective and politically 
stacked system. 

So the next time you are ap¬ 
proached by a petition waver, 
give the matter your close atten¬ 
tion and careful consideration. 
Otherwise, you may find vourself 
in the unfortunate position of 
inadvertently lending your sup¬ 
port to a cause which isn’t yours.

As a taxpayer I am appalled 
at the observation of anv council 
member that there is “fat” in the 
Police Department budget. A pri¬ 
mary obligation of the Greenbelt 
City Council is to appropriate our 
citizen’s tax dollars in the most 
frugal manner. Anv council mem¬ 
ber who knowingly does otherwise 
nn«drF, to sten down. The fact is 
that the observation is erroneous. 

As a prosecutor I can call up 
nothing in logic or reason to sup¬ 
port the construction of a police 
facility which does not have an 
adequate evidence bay. One coun¬ 
cil member refers to such a bay 
as a “garaee,” conjuring up vis¬ 
ions of indoor parking. But the 
truth is that police work requires 
a secure area for the storage of 
automobiles and other lar^e items 
which are or contain evidence of 
crime. Without secure storage, 
the evidence is inadmissible in 
court;. 

As co-chair of the Citizens for 
the Bond Issue in 1985 I am com¬ 
pelled now to state in print that 
which I have choked back for 
two years. The increased cost 
to construct the police facility - 
with or without, the evidence bay 
• is attributable to a single 
source: It is the rise in construc¬ 
tion costs which accrued with the 
passage of time while this City 
Council failed to act. Had con¬ 
struction begun two years ago, 
when it should have begun, the 
city would now be benefiting from 
a modern, fully equipped police 
facility at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $270,900 below that to 
which the city is now committed, 
Valerie L .

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Police Garage Funding, Gypsy Moths, 
Gift of Sculpture Occupy Council

The cuts proposed by Po¬ 
lice Chief James Craze to re¬ 
duce police expenditures by 
$14,000 were the subject of 
much debate at council’s 
July 11 meeting. Also dis¬ 
cussed were the need to 
combat the city’s gypsy 
moth infestation and the site 
and landscape plan for Com¬ 
merce Center 3. 

The reduction in the police 
budget was ordered by council 
in connection with their approval 
of construction of a $74,000 ev¬ 
idence garage for the new police 
station. The proposal would el¬ 
iminate $14,565 from the budget 
by eliminating special programs, 
such as the School Safety Patrol 
party, Public Safety Day and its 
overtime costs and the Labor 
Day Crime Prevention Booth, as 
well as providing less money for 
equipment and uniforms. Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld said that he 
thinks the Police Department 
should have flexibility in work¬ 
ing within their budget. Coun- 
cilmembers Edward Putens and 
Antoinette Bram, as well as 
Mayor pro tern Joseph Isaacs, 
urged continuing of the Special 
Programs, or community rela¬ 
tions, aspect of the department. 

Craze said that very recently 
the city had received its first 
$3,000 in forfeiture money from 
drug arrests and that there may 
be other funds available from 
that source. City Manager 
James K. Giese was questioned 
about that money going directly 
to the police budget. He explain¬ 
ed that the money goes into the 
general fund surplus, council can 
transfer it as needed. Arlene Pe¬ 
terson and Robert Zugby of 
Greenbelt East both questioned 
the wisdom of cutting the police 
budget as did Crime Prevention 
Committee Co-Chair Dorothy 
Pyles. 

Sculpture 

A scale model of a wire sculp¬ 
ture of a white tail deer, which 
is being presented to the city by 
developer Michael T. Rose, was 
displayed by the artist, Richard 
Zandler. The completed sculp¬ 
ture, which will stand eight feet 
from antler to forefeet, will be 
positioned on the dam at Schrom 
Hills Park. Council thanked 
Rose and Zandler and placed 
formal approval of the gift on 
the agenda for the next council 
meeting. 

Gypsy Moths 

The threat of defoliation of 
many of the trees in Greenbelt 
from gypsy moth caterpillars 
was addressed. Mark Davis, pre¬ 
sident of the Woodland Hills 
Community Association, spoke 
about his research and personal 
experience with these pests. 
They have caused massive dam¬ 
age to green space in Pennsyl¬ 
vania and are now recognized by 
the state to be significantly in¬ 
fecting local areas. Entomolo¬ 
gist Ralph Bram sent a letter to 
council expressing concern that 
the problem will become serious 
in Greenbelt within the next 
year. He suggested the immedi¬ 
ate formation of a task force 
to make recommendations to the 
council regarding a plan of ac¬ 
tion. The state has raised the 
number of egg masses of the 
gypsy moth per acre that must 
be present for an area to qualify 
for spraying. Greenbelt does not 
meet that figure this year, but 
it is projected that with the 
drought many trees are at risk. 

Bram said that the state 


spraying program is budget- 
based, not need-based, and that 
most of the trees in Greenbelt 
could die within three years if 
spraying is not done expeditious¬ 
ly. Council directed Giese to 
contact the city's Federal neigh¬ 
bors (NASA, BARC, Dept, of 
Interior) about this problem and 
reauested information regarding 
costs if the city must fund a 
spraying program. 

Bram requested that the for¬ 
mation of an ad hoc committee 
of an entomologist with gypsy 
moth expertise, a horticulturist 
and an informed lay person be 
set up immediately. Putens' mo¬ 
tion that all of the above recom¬ 
mendations be followed passed 
unanimously. 

Commerce Center 3 

Council heard a brief presen¬ 
tation on the site and landscape 
plan for the Commerce Center 3, 
to be located along Hanover 
Parkway. The Advisory Planning 
Board reviewed the plan, wnich 
calls for the 106,000 square : oot, 
five story office building to have 
a 40-foot wide buffer on the east 
property line. A tall berm, 22 
feet in height, on the eastern 
line will be planted with pine 
trees and the slope hydroseeded. 

A large landscaped circle is 
proposed for the front of the 
building, and APB was concern¬ 
ed about traffic circulation pro- 
lems between it, the parking 
aisles and the shared driveway 
with Commerce Center 1. They 
recommended that approval of 
the plans be subject to review by 
the city's consulting engineer 
with respect to circulation im¬ 
provements, that flowering shrub¬ 
bery be included in the land¬ 
scaped berm, and that a sidewalk 
six feet wide be constructed 
along Hanover Parkway. A mi¬ 
nority of the board did not en¬ 
dorse the plans because they be¬ 
lieve office use is inappropriate 
for the site. 

In response to APB's concerns, 
the landscape architect has re¬ 
designed the driveway, parking 
aisles and entrance circle. 

City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson 
said that the staff was withdraw¬ 
ing its recommendation for ap¬ 
proval of the plans because 
there had been no response to 
them from the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee (GEAC). 
Richard Reed, representing the 
Midland Companies, said that he 
met with Greenbelt East repre¬ 
sentatives on May 5. Reed said 
that he had hoped to obtain ap¬ 
proval at this meeting so that 
the Prince Georges Planning 
Board could consider the plans 
at their July meeting. Weiden¬ 
feld asked for the response by 
GEAC by the next meeting of 
the city council. 

Green Ridge House Budget 

The budget for Green Ridge 
House was passed unanimously. 
Giese explained the modifications 
since council's previous review. 
These include increased pay¬ 
ments to reserves to provide for 
major repairs and maintenance 
and an increase in the budget for 
social activities by $2500 to $5- 
000. Karen Haseley, Therapeu¬ 
tic Recreation Supervisor for Spe¬ 
cial Populations, will work with 
management and the tenant’s as¬ 
sociation on utilization of these 
funds. Giese also suggested 
that methods of heating the bath¬ 
rooms be examined. Because HUD 
has authorized two rent increas¬ 
es, there will be additional rev¬ 
enue to pay for these modifica¬ 
tions. Since most of the resi¬ 


dents pay income-based rent, the 
increases will not affect them. 

Lake Use Plan 

At the June 13 meeting Coun¬ 
cil referred the Lakeside Citi¬ 
zen's recommendation for a plan 
for Greenbelt Lake and “Buddy" 
Attick Park to staff for com¬ 
ments. Putens strongly urged 
closure on this issue, which has 
been discussed for several years. 
Staff did review the “experience 
zone" framework plan recom¬ 
mended by the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board, but has 
not had time to complete modifi¬ 
cations seen necessary to its use 
in this locale. Councilmember 
Bram commented on the recom¬ 
mendation for dredging the lake, 
and Giese said he will meet with 
state and city engineers to solicit 
state funding and will come to 
Council with a plan for this. 
Weidenfeld requested that staff 
complete their recommendations 
for a comprehensive plan for the 
park by this fall. 

Other Items 

• Greg A. Morton and Robert 
H. Dowling completed police offi¬ 
cer training and joined the 
Greenbelt Police Department. 
Mayor Weidenfeld administered 
the oath of office and welcomed 
the new officers, who received 
their badges in the presence of 
family members. 

• David Moran, president of 
the Boxwood Citizens Associa¬ 
tion, presented a petition re¬ 
questing a children-at-play sign 
and a reduction of the speed lim¬ 
it to 15 mph in White Birch Ct. 
He said that parents are con¬ 
cerned for the safety of the 17 
children living in the court. City 
manager Giese re ponded that 
the children-at-play sign could 
be placed by the city, but that 
speed limits are set by the 
state. An engineering study to 
determine the feasibility of 
changing the speed limit would 
be necessary. Weidenfeld re¬ 
quested city staff to explore the 
costs of such a study. 

• An ordinance to pro¬ 
vide that delinquent personal 
property taxes shall be deemed 
delinquent thirty days after 
billing received final approval. It 
is anticipated that the bill will 
improve collection results from 
businesses leaving the city or 
going out of business.

new right-of-way north of the 
present dirt road. Councilmember 
Thomas X. White called the pro¬ 
posed route “the last vestige of 
the perimeter road” and said he 
twould “like to deal it a death 
blow.” 

Bram pointed out that connect¬ 
ing Ridge with Cherrywood would 
encourage traffic from the Met¬ 
ro station to come down Ridge 
Road to reach the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, thus av¬ 
oiding the difficult intersection 
at Kenilworth and Greenbelt 
Road. 

Kathie Gough of Whitebirch 
Court pointed out that Lake¬ 
side North apartments would 
lose “all its green space” if 
Ridge Road is cut through, “It 
blights the area,” she said. Gra¬ 
ham Leadbetter, also of White¬ 
birch Court, said that Metro will 
generate a great deal of traffic 
on Crescent, Ridge and Lastner 
Lane. He advocated closing Ivy 
Lane between Ridge and Hedge- 
wood Drive to protect the resi¬ 
dential streets. 

In response to a question, City 
Manager James K. Giese said 
that abandoning a road requires 
the consent of the adjacent 
homeowners. Those present did 
not appear to think there would 
be any problem getting such 
consent. 

Isaacs, however, said he feels 
that^there may be some misun¬ 
derstanding concerning the pro¬ 
posal to connect Ridge Road 
with Cherrywood Lane extended. 
He said that Derro is presenting 
it as a strong recommendation 
but it is still a city option. 

Giese agreed, saying that he 
regards the Ridge Road exten¬ 
sion as a local decision, “The 
city would have to get the road 
funded,” he said, “and if the 
city doesn't make that effort, it 
won't be done.” 

Civic Association 

David Moran, president of the 
Boxwood Civic Association, list¬ 
ed the positions taken by that 
body on the master plan propos¬ 
als. He said that the group is 
opposed to the relocation of 
Crescent Road but, if it has to 
be relocated, it should follow the 
route laid out in tthe 1970 plan 
rather than cutting through Par¬ 
cel 7. 

The association supported the 
closing of Ivy Lane between 
Hedgewood Drive and Ridge 
Road if Crescent is relocated. 

Moran said that the associa¬ 
tion is also very opposed to the 
extension of Ridge Road. How¬ 
ever, if it is extended, the group 
is opposed to paving the dirt 
road, which is the current Ridge 
Road right-of-way, (The plan 
does not envision paving this 
road; the extension, if built, 
would run north of the dirt 
road.) 

Other Considerations 

Moran, speaking for himself, 
also expressed opposition to el¬ 
iminating the Residential Plan¬ 
ned Community designation for 
historic Greenbelt. The MNCP- 
PC staff has argued that Green¬ 
belt doesn't qualify as a planned 
community because of zoning ex¬ 
ceptions which have been grant¬ 
ed in the past. Moran rejected 
this argument, saying that MN- 
CPPC's 1970 Master Plan con¬ 
tained the Greenbelt site plan 
to illustrate a planned commun¬ 
ity. “If ever a community is 
planned, it is Greenbelt,” he said, 

Celia Wilson, Greenbelt's Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordin¬ 
ator, said that talks with the 
MNCPPC staff on the subject of 
retaining the RPC category had 
been encouraging and it looked 
as if it might be retained, 

Richard Castaldi, county coun-

only the worst of all GHI units 
would be cited, for conditions 
such as dilapidated sheds, poor¬ 
ly maintained fences and over¬ 
grown yards. 

The ensuing discussion appear¬ 
ed to divide into two parts, one 
dealing w r ith particular problem 
conditions and the other dealing 
with over-all policy and how to 
ensure compliance with it. Col¬ 
ton suggested that the recmr.ng 
problem of overgrown walkways 
might best be handled dne-uly 
by staff pruning, thus doing a- 
way with time-consuming 'ca¬ 
ters and follow-up visits. This 
approach seemed to be reasona¬ 
ble to the board. With respect 
to the choice of options, most 
board members appeared to fa¬ 
vor Option Four, as did Colton 
himself who suggested “We can 
try (Option Four) and see how 
it works in practice.” This in 
turn raised questions of compli¬ 
ance by cited members and 
what measures GHI could rea¬ 
sonably take to obtain such 
compliance. Member Nat Shin- 
derman suggested the latter 
point was very important, 
whereupon Director Andrea Has- 
linger quoted a relevant author¬ 
ization on page 82 of the Mem¬ 
ber Handbook: “GHI may give 
the member not less than ten 
days notice to . . . bring the 
dwelling unit and yard into the 
proper level of maintenance 
(otherwise) GHI may ... re¬ 
store the premises . . , and 

charge the member with the cost 
of (such restoration)”. Mc- 
Cawley emphasized also that 
“the board should back up the 
staff on this” and Haslinger a- 
greed “We have to be willing to 
tell pirate members ‘this is the 
rule .” With respect to actual 
repairs which would be needed 
for compliance, Betty Dietch felt 
that such work should be sepa¬ 
rate from the present fee-for- 
service program. 

The board consensus was 
clearly for Option Four and Wir- 
ick's motion for this choice was 
passed unanimously. In the 
discussion, Freas agreed with 
Colton that the intent of the reg¬ 
ulations “is not to force com¬ 
pliance, but to improve the ap¬ 
pearance of the community,” and 
Hutchins noted “Sometimes the 
nicer things look, the more peo¬ 
ple may be inspired to cooper¬ 
ate.” In response to a final 
question by chairman Williams, 
Assistant Manager Steve Wright 
replied that “I think the board 
has given the manager a clear 
direction tonight.” 

cilman from the Greenbelt/Bow- 
ie district, said that he is work¬ 
ing with Michael Petrenko, Spe¬ 
cial Program Coordinator for M- 
NCPPC, to bring up-to-date a 
long-standing plan to give Green¬ 
belt a place of historic signifi¬ 
cance and make it a monument to 
planning, not only in the eyes 
of Prince Georges County but 
nationwide. Castaldi said that 
they are looking at ways to in¬ 
corporate the RPC zone into a 
unique new zone which might 
even require some legislation. He 
said that the problem with this 
plan is that it may be a little 
more cumbersome. But he said 
that he wanted the city to know 
that a process is underway and 
that it will require the combined 
efforts of the planners, the city, 
and Greenbelt Homes, Inc. to 
make it a reality. 

He said that he was partic¬ 
ularly glad to see the citizens 
groups working together and 
urged them to continue their 
cooperation and their support to 
their elected officials.

Now the home service 
is pretty much confined to mail 
and refuse, and although the for¬ 
mer often ends up promptly in 
thp latter, Tam grateful for both.

Tax Bills Now Consolidated 

County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening and mayors from many of 
the county's municipalities joined 
together to launch a new, con¬ 
solidated tax billing program for 
property taxes. In the past, pro¬ 
perty owners received separate 
tax bills from both the County 
and municipalities. 

The County Executive and 
mayors explained that the new 
system — beginning with the tax 
bills mailed this month — would 
have the following benefits: el¬ 
iminate multiple tax bills; ad¬ 
ministrative and mailing costs 
for municipalities are eliminat¬ 
ed; over and under collect'ons 
are eliminated because of assess¬ 
ment adjustments during the fis¬ 
cal year; confusion in mortgage 
company escrow accounts is el¬ 
iminated, the extra step of veri¬ 
fying payment of municipal tax 
during settlement process is el¬ 
iminated. 

Greenbelt is one of the 18 mu¬ 
nicipalities participating in the 
program.

Citizens Concerned for a Clean¬ 
er County (CCCC) is now accept¬ 
ing entry forms for Awards ’88 
and the Badge Award program.

Since 1981, CCCC has held an 
awards program to encourage 
business and industry, schools, 
public agencies, municipalities 
and citizens, including the news 
media, to help promote the "7 
Ways to Keep Prince Georges 
County Clean,” and undertake 
recycling and recovery projects. 
The program includes any type 
of education and/or litter reduc¬ 
tion and maintenance projects. 
The Badge program, started in 
1985, is also an ongoing event 
requiring two projects over the 
course of a year be undertaken, 
such as cleaning up five miles of 
roadside, or one mile of shore¬ 
line; recycling 100 pounds or 
more of aluminum or 2,000 pounds 
of recyclable newspaper, or 1,000 
pounds of glass.
